anea of printed copies of the protest 
which Carlos Randall, acting Villa 
Governor, sent .to the State Depart- 
ment at Washington. 

This protest declared that unless 
Permission given Gen. Carranza to 
transport troops over American ter- 
ritory to Agua Prieta was not im- 
mediately revoked, “there would be 
no safety for American citizens in 
Sonora, much less for their prop- 
erty.” 

At Cananea alone American mining 
interests have property valued at mil- 
lions of dollars. 

The document posted there was 
signed J. M. Acosta, a Yaqui 
chief, in the form of a notice to the 
Cananea prefect that the Governor 
had sent a protest to Washington. 

FROM THE WARNING. 

A copy placed in the hands of 
American authorities here tonight 
reads in part: 

“Urge him (President Wilson) to 
revoke immediately permission granted 


to send troops over 

territory into Agua Priéta, because 
otherwise we will have to lament any 
fatal consequences on account of the 
great danger in which all Americans 
in Sonora will be placed, for it is im- 
possible for me to repress the fury 
of the people and the army against 
the American government for appar- 
ent partiality shown in helping one 
contending faction of Mexico, contrary 
to all rights.

REMIUM SCHEME 
IS DENOUNCED, 


PROMOTER WORKING HIS GAME 
THROUGH CHURCHES. 


According to Neil P. Olsen, secre- 
tary of the Southern California Retail 
Grocers’ Association, another premium 
scheme has been s! in Los An- 
geles to press upon the grocery trade 
certain brands of commodities. 

“We thought we had finally seen 
the last of premium schemes when the 
American Scrip Company and ‘Thrift’ 
went to the wall, but it seems that 
we were mistaken,” said Mr. Olsen 


last night. “The latest scheme, now 
tried upon a long-suffering publiie, is 
especially nefarious in that the 
promoter is endeavoring to bring 


ideas by working through the church. 
“A certain promoter recently ap- 


peared in San Francisco and tried his 
method there before coming to Los 
Angeles. His scheme is very simple, 
and consists of having a number 
manufacturers of grocery items sub- 
scribe a fund to be donated to differ- 
ent churches in the city in the propor- 
tion that said churches succeed fn 
collecting trade marks and coupo 
which accompany each package 
goods. The promoter, however. re- 
ceived a cold shoulder in the northern 
metropolis, so he packed his trunks 
and came down to visit us. 

“Strange to say, he has found more 
success here. We have in our posses- 
sion absolute evidence that he had a 
fund in one of the banks totaling $20,- 
000, which he is at bert to draw on 
in his campaign. The promoter’s 
share of the scheme, which he orig- 
inated and has worked in a number 
of. cities in the East. consists of 
commission upon the amount 
prizes, which are only in the form of 
cash, given in exchange for the 
coupons and trade-marks. Already he 
has succeeded in enrolling thirty-nine 
churches of Los Angeles and the va- 
rious ladies’ associations of these con- 
gregations are busier than the 
proverbial bee persuading their gro- 
cers to adopt the food and other gro- 
cery items this man represents, 

“Of course the $20,000 the promoter 
has at his disposal is not his own 
money, but represents an accumulated 
fund contributed by interested manu- 
facturers of food staples. 

“Our association believes the whole 
proposition ts essentially wrong. It 
develops a gambling spirit in the 
church congregation and is econo- 
mically unsound because the expenses 
of operation must be paid ultimately 
by the consumer, as the charges for 
coupons and premiums are included 
in the price of the goods. It ts unfair 
to the head of each household, for in 
their buying the women will select 
goods because they have coupons at- 
tached and not because the goods are 
of good quality or sound value. Last- 
ly, it is unfair to manufacturers who 
are not in the scheme, as it uses a 
sacred Institution to boost the prod- 
ucts of certain concerns to the detri- 
ment of others. 

“The Southern California Retafl 
Grocers’ Association believes that all 
schemes involving prizes are wrong, 
not only because it fosters the 
gambling spirit of ‘obtaining some- 
thing for nothing,’ but because in the 
end the consumer has to pay the extra 
cost by receiving an inferior quality 
for his outlav.“

WOMEN’S WORK, 
WOMEN’S CLUBS. 
Friday Morning Club. 


There was an unusually large at- 
tendance at the Friday Morning Club 
yesterday to hear the problem of in- 
dustrial unrest discussed by Col. Har- 
ris Weinstock, a member of the re- 
cent Federal Industrial Relations 
Commission. 

It is one of the great questions of 
the times and the subject was ap- 
proached with fairness. The speaker 
did not dilute his remarks for female 
consumption, as masculine speakers 
80 often consider necessary, and his 
listeners were gratified to have the 
case put as man to man. 

Col. Weinstock was unhesitating in 
his condemnation of many of the 
methods of labor unionism, while 
agreeing that unionism was a good 
thing when conducted along reason- 
able and lawful lines. He regretted 
the doctrine of violence which led to 
the dynamiting of the Times Building 
and such unjustifiable acts: the policy 
of the sympathetic strike which pen- 


alized innocent employers against 
whom no ca of complaint could be 
brought; the restriction of output; 


the breaking of contracts, and the 
policy of the closed shop, all of which 
weakened the cause of unionism rather 
than aided it, brought it into dis- 
repute with reasonable, law-abiding 
people who form the majority in this 
country. He drew attention to the 
fact that but 16 per cent. of the in- 
dustrial workers of the United States 
were unionists, that 84 per cent. re- 
mained without the fold. This pro- 
portion would probably have been re- 
versed by now had labor unionism 
pursued a restrained and just policy. 

He gave an instance of the Railroad 
Conductors’ Union, which includes 95 
per cent. of the conductors of the 
road. The other 5 per cent. would 
join but are not acceptable to the 
union, which demands a high stand- 
ard of conduct from the men it is 
designed to protect, whose interests it 
is to forward. In all cases where the 
unions set a high standard for their 
members, it is an honor to belong to 
that union, which can be relied upon 
not to descend to unworthy methods of 
gaining desired ends. Such unions 
command the respect of the employer 
as well as the employed. 

A notable case of this kind was 
brought out in response to a question 
from the floor in connection with the 
composition of the suggested Federal 
Arbitration Board, as to the difficulty 
of getting arbitrators acceptable to 
both, sides. It appears that the Pot- 
ters’ Union fieured conspicuously in 
the recent official inquiry, inasmuch 
as they have been in existence nearly 
thirty years and have had no strikes 
or lengthy disputes with the employ- 
ers 

“How do you work it?“ the employ- 
ers were asked. 

“Oh, we meet the union officials 
once a year and talk over all out- 
standing grievances on both sides, 
pass resolutions and settle em.“ 

“But what if you cannot agree on 
a disputed point?” 

“Oh, then we call in Hayes, the 
president of the Potters’ Union, and he 
setties it.” 

Do you mean to tell this commis- 
sion that the employers accept the 
opinion of the president of the em- 
ployees’ union in a controversial mat- 
ter?” 

“Well, Hayes is so square. He 
could never be guilty of an underhand 
trick. We all have confidence in him. 
He has decided all disputes with ab- 
solute justice. sometimes one side, 
sometimes the other, for twenty 
years.” 

Members of the Friday Morning 
Club followed the speaker through his 
resume of the results of the commis- 
sion'’s Inquiries with keen interest and 
many were the questions he was called 
upon to answer from the floor. One 
lady demurred that Dr. Charles Eliot 
of Harvard should be quoted as une- 
quivocably condemning the violent 
methods of unionism. since he was 
old and long since out of touch with 
conditions. 

The speaker promptly paid high 
tribute to Dr. Eliot, whom he declared 
to be the most tucid, impartial, well- 
informed witness, who had obviously 
studied the subject deeply from all 
angles, that appeared before the 
commission. Indeed, Col. Weinstock 
Was equally happy in his response to 
the many “posers” which were sprung 
upon him, and he left the club well 
primed in the latest evidence on the 
industrial situation. 


THREE FORGERIES 
IN JAIL CHARGED. 
INDICTMENTS FOUND AGAINST 


PRISONER ACCUSED OF 
NERVY FRAUD. 


Indictments on three new charges of 
forgery were returned by the grand 
jury yesterday against Leonard C. 
Canfield, who ts now held in the Coun- 
ty Jol on a similar charge. It is al- 
leged that Canfield committed the for- 
geries while he was in the County 
Jail, in an effort to secure release on 
bond. 

These alleged forgeries concern 
transfers of property from E. M. See- 
ley to Cecelia Ford, a transfer pur- 
porting to be from Mra. Nellie Hill- 
man to J. R. Kerr, and a similar trans- 
fer of property from Dr. L. E. Wallace 
to J. R. Kerr. 

An investigation started by Superior 
Judge Myers is understood to have 
been the cause of the discovery of 
these alleged forgeries. This occurred 
when Miss Ford undertook to qualify 
on a bond to secure the release of Can- 
field. She stated the property had 
been deeded to her so that she might 
qualify to sign the bond. 

It ia believed a negro who was a 
trusty in the County Jail was instru- 
mental in conveying to Canfield the 
notary’s seal used on the documents, 
and a search is being made for him, 
although it is believed he has gone to 
Mexico. Miss Ford and the others 
mentioned in the transfer are exon- 
erated from blame, only Canfield be- 
ing held responsible for illegal action,

SLEUTH IS PUT 
IN JAIL AGAIN. 


MAN NOW AWAITING TRIAL 18 
CHARGED WITH LARCENY; 
DENTES GUILT. 


George H. Bitten, a private detec- 
tive, who was arrested some time ago 
and charged with a felony embezzle- 
ment of $250 from Mrs. Ela M. Levy, 
was rearrested late last night by De- 
tectives Raymond and Mailheu in his 
home, No. 1940 East Third street, and 
booked at Central Station on a charge 
of grand larceny. 

Bitten, who is now awalting trial 
on the first charge, on which he has 
been bound over, was out on ball. He 
went behind the bars, declaring he is 
a victim of police persecution.

Theft of valuable documentary evi- 
dence gathered for the prosecution in 
the Schmidt-Caplan trials led toa 
spectacular chase in San Francisco 
yesterday by four detectives after an- 
other detective suspected of having 
stolen the papers.

FIGHT FOR THEIR 
SEIZED JEWELRY. 
WEALTHY MEXICAN COUPLE AS- 


SERT IT WAS NOT CONCEALED 
IN CROSSING LINE. 


Augustine and Marie Escudero, who, 
up to the time they left the City of 
Mexico, on account of the activities 
of Mr. Escudero, who had some fat 
automobile contracts with the ene- 
mies of Venustino Carranza, were con- 
sidered among the wealthy set at 
the capital of the embroiled republic, 
were in Judge Trippet's court yester- 
day defending their right to a lot of 
jewelry brought across the line from 
Juarez to El Paso, last March, valued 
at about $6000. 3 

The Escuderos were among the 
refugees driven out of the City of 
Mexico by the Carranzistas, and they 
made their way to the United States 
They are now living at No. 1300 West 
Adams street, this city. It is claimed 
that the jewelry was smugeied to 
avoid the payment of the duty of 60 
per cent. levied ad valorem, by the 
government. The Escuderos allege 
that the jewelry consisted of articles 
used for personal adornment, and un- 
der the customs laws was not duti- 
able. The government admits that 
such articles are not dutiable if de- 
clared and shown, but alleges that the 
diamond la valliere was concealed un- 
der the waist of Mrs. Escudero, and 
that the rings and earrings were hid- 
den in her mesh bag. 

The jewelry consist of two diamond 
earrings, two stones in each: one 
la valliere, diamonds set in platinum; 
one ring set with oné ruby and one 
diamond; one ring, set with one dia- 
mond in platinum. 

Mr. Escudero testified in the ac- 
tion brought by the government to 
forfeit the jewelry on account of the 
nonpayment of duty, that he crossed 
the bridge at El Paso, with his fam- 
ily, last March, after having been held 
up and relieved of $1500 in bank- 
notes by the gudrds on the Mexican 
side of the line. His trunks were not 
examined by the inspector in charge, 
W. T. Griffith, and he claimed that 
he wore one of the rings in plain 
sight, that the chain attached to the 
la valliere on his wife's neck could be 


admitted the earrings were in her 
handbag. 
The information of Frank E. John- 
son. specih! agent of the Treasury De- 
partment, was to the effect that the 
jewelry had been taken out of the 
box and was concealed from the cus- 
tome officers at El Paso. 
Mrs. Weudero, who is a handsome 
Ttalian matron, naively told her expe- 
rience with the customs officers at 
the bridge.

| Only eight minutes were required by 
a jury in Superior Judge Houser’s 
court yesterday to bring in a verdict 
of guilty of arson in the case against 
Joe Barbera. Sentence will be pro- 
nounced next Wednesday. 

Deputy District Attorney Keetch, 
who had charge of the case, stated 
that Barbera was connected with nu- 
merous fires in Los Angeles and that 
the total damage was close to 
$500,000. 

While he was long suspected, it 
seemed very difficult to connect the 
man with the fires, and finally the 
services of an Italian detective of San 
Francisco, John Costa, were secured 
by the insurance companies, and he 
established an intimacy with Bar- 
bera and his companions.

Costa testified that he was in close 
touch with Barbera and Salvatore 
Turco, who had adjoining places, and 
that from them he secured the details 
of a plan to burn a building in the 
2100 block on East Ninth street. 
Turco went to San Diego, so as to be 
absent when the fire occurred, and the 
fire was set by Barbera, but he was 
cancht as he fled from the building. 
This is the second conviction here 
in the attempt to clean out the ring of

Kern County Disbarment Proceed- 
ings Furnish no Thrills to Specta- 
tors who Flock to Courtroom.

Gillett re- 
leased Emmons from San Quentin, it 
could not cure the moral lapse that 
resulted in his conviction. 

Friends of Emmons assert that the 
bar organization representing itself 
as the Bar Association of Kern coun- 
ty is not in fact such an ofganiza- 
tion, and that it has never been rec- 
ognized by the State Bar Association: 
that it is made up of a few men who 
are dominated and controlled by the 
personal enemies of the respondent.

A Whole Bale of Cotton i+ Con- 
sumed in the Firing of One of Ger- 
many’s Biggest Guna. 

[London Tit-Bits:] Some striking 
facts regarding cotton in its relation- 
ship to the manufacture of high ex- 
plosives were recently given by Sir 
Willlam Ramsay. In the first place it 
should be explained that gun-cotton 
is really cotton waste, carefully 
cleaned, combed and dried, soaked in 
one part nitric acid to three parts sul- 
Phurie acid. It Its afterwards dried 
and pressed into cakes. It is employed 
in the navy in both a wet and dry 
condition, the former, with 30 per 
cent. water added, being much safer 
to handle.

would need a larger charge, which 
would entail the enlargement of the 
barrel of every gun and rifle. 

The expenditure of ammunition in 
this war is unprecedented. At a con- 
servative estimate, Germany requires 
1000 tons of cotton a day. A whole 
bale of cotton is required to fire one 
of their biggest guns, or for every 
80,000 rounds of ammunition. The 
total cotton stocks in Germany at the 
outbreak of the war was estimated at 
250,000 tons. This would have car- 
ried on the war for 250 days, or about 
eight months, had cotton, in the opin- 
fon.of experts, been made contraband 
at the beginning of the war.

Cheyenne, the capital of Wyoming, a city 
of 11,000 Inhabitants, has been “protected” 
against a very few Indians who loaf about 
its Streets by an expenditure of five million 
dollars on Fort D. A. Russell, secured main- 
ly by its former Mayor and now United 
States Senator Francis E. Warren. To get 
this money out of the pork barrel for his 
greedy constituents Senator Warren was 
obliged to help Congressman Hull of Iowa 
obtain a million and a half for Fort Des 
Moines, although the people of that section 
were already “protected” against the In- 
dians, who do not exist there, by Fort Oma- 
ba, Fort Crook and Fort Leavenworth. And 
both Senator Warren and Congressman 
Hull, in a spirit of camaraderie, helped Sen- 
ator Carter of Montana to secure a million 
dollars for Fort Assiniboine, which was 
abandoned, and a half a million dollars for 
Fort William Henry Harrison at Helena— 
the capital of Montana—a city of 12,000 
people, which needed “protection” against 
a few dozen Indians. " 

Among the military posts which the War 
Department has for years vainly recom- 
mended for abandonment, but which con- 
tinue to draw liberally from the pork barrel, 
are Fort Meade in South Dakota at a cost 
of a million and a half; Fort George Wright 
in Washington, three-quarters of a million; 
Fort Yellowstone in Wyoming, nearly a 
million; Fort Lincoln in North Dakota, sev- 
en hundred thousand dollars; and Whipple 
Barracks in Arizona, almost as much. 

The Indians in Vermont are not so dan- 
gerous as those in the Far West, and Sen- 
ator Proctor did not feel justified in with- 
drawing more than a million dollars from 
the pork barrel for Fort Ethan Allen. 

In Indiana it was different. There the 
ferocity of the savages who endanger the 
lives of the people of Indianapolis and

PACIFIC?

As a means of protest the Dollar 
Steamship Company of San Francisco has 
transferred its ships to the Canadian flag, 
while the Pacific Mail has announced that 
it has sold five of its finest steamers with 


interests are sincere the Pacific Ocean 
will soon be clear of American steamships. 
will virtually be monopolized by Japan, 
far as its shipping trade is concerned. 
More than a century ago George Wash- 
ington sounded the pertinent warning that 
America’s dependence upon foreign nations 
in the matter of ocean transportation was 
a serious handicap to her foreign commerce 
and national welfare. On no other occa- 
sion has this warning been so forcibly 
brought home to the American people as 
by the European war. The embarrassing 
situation created by the war apparently 
promises to be aggravated when the séa- 
men's law goes into effect in November. 
In the meantime Japan will push her Pa- 
cific trade with redoubled energy. The 
possible withdrawal of American vessels 
from the water is a golden oppor 


tunity, placed in Japan's lap without so 


much as asking. There are three Japanese 


steamship concerns interested in the trans- 
Pacific trade—the Toyo Kaisha, the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha and the Osaka Shosen Kaf- 
sha—all subsidized by the government. 

In subsidizing steamship concerns the 
Japanese government is fully aware of cer- 
tain evils likely to accompany this method 
of favoring the capitalist class. To so small 
a country as Japan, however, the question 
of foreign trade is a question of life and 
death. With her natural resources extreme- 
ly limited she must by all means encourage 
foreign commerce. The government be- 
Hieves that the stimulation of foreign trade 
and the consequent progress of industry 
will react favorably upon the condition of 
wag ers. And to encourage foreign 
trade it is essential that she should have 
an adequate merchant marine. So the gov- 
ernment since 1896 has been practicing elab- 
orate methods of encouraging navigation 
and shipbuilding. 

According to the Japanese law a vessel 
entitled to a subsidy must be a home-built 
steel steamer with a gross tonnage of 3000 
or more, not older than fifteen years, and 
having a speed not less than twelve nautt- 
cal miles per hour. Foreign-built vessels 
not older than five years may receive one- 
balf the rate allowed for home-built vessels. 

The amount of subsidy varies according 
to the speed of vessel as well as distance 
traveled. A vessel having a speed of twelve 
nautical miles per hour is subsidized at the 
maximum rate of 25 cents per gross jon for 
each 1000 nautical miles. For each addi- 
tional nautical mile in speed 10 per cent. of 
the 25 cents is allowed. For vessels older 
than five years the subsidy is reduced at 
the rate of 5 per cent. for every year. At 
the end of the fifteenth year subsidy is en- 
tirely withdrawn. ‘ 

According to the new subsidy schedule 
formulated by the Japanese government the 
trans-Pacific service receives a subsidy of 
$2,274,000.

Useful Historical 


«Ey ISTORY OF ARIZONA” from 

the pen of Thomas Edwin Far- 
ish, Arizona historian, has just made 
its appearance. It is an interesting 
and wonderful compilation. 

This is nearly as exclusively Pa- 
cific Coast work as the one reviewed 
recently on the mission history of 
California. Arizona partakes of all 
the glamour of adventure, is just as 
redolent of romance and as full of 
sensational episodes as California. It 
covers the same period in which the 
Spanish Conquistadores coming up 
from Mexico carried European Chris- 


not only of the western hemisphere 
but of the world of that period. 

No attempt at rhetoric is made by 
Mr. Farish. There are fewer adjec- 
tives in the two volumes of his 
history of Arizona than could easily 
be found in any similiar work extant. 
His achievement is, however, none the 
less useful, and little if any less inter- 
esting. He has produced what seems 
to be careful compilation of the facts 
couched in plain, idiomatic English 
that will prove a storehouse for after 
generations whose writers will no 
doubt expand upon the work of the 
present author. There is no attempt 
made in the book to emulate Macaulay 
in his history of England or Dr. Ar- 
nold of Rugby in his history of Rome. 
While not so voluminous as Momm- 
sen’s history of Rome, covering as it 
does a shorter period and less space 
upon the earth, it is more like that 
colossal work than any other we re- 
call at the moment. 

Few historians have ever come with- 
in miles of Dr. Arnold in his history of 
Rome or Macaulay in his history of 
England. In these two works is 
brought out all the romance of the 
in lan- 
guage that makes almost prose poetry. 

Mr. Farish’s work does not com 
either with Hittell’s history of Cali- 
fornia, for that careful, laborious com- 
piler rendered a service to the State 
that no other person has rendered to 
any other State in the Union. 

The work is pretty well illustrated, 
and the first picture in the first volume 

rays Tucson, Arizona, as it ex- 
isted as a walled town, the only one 
ever built in the United States. The 
author says: “Tucson is first men- 
tioned in 1763 as a rancheria visita of 
Bac which had been for the most part 
abandoned. In the last years of Jesuit 
control, however, it had 333 Indians, 
more or less under the control of the 
missionaries. Reyes in his report of 
1772 describes San Jose de Tucson as 
the visita of Bac without church or 

dre’s house on a fertile site where a 

rge number of Gentile Christian In- 
dians—not registered but estimated at 
over 200 families—were congregated.” 

There is a dispute as to which town 
is the oldest in the United States, St. 
Augustine or Tucson. It has been the 
general opinion for some time past that 
the Arizona town is older than the 
Florida city.

Carlyle, you know, was of the clans 
of Scotland, and his mind was trained in all 
the subtiety of Scotch logic. He knew 
Reid, Hamilton and Stuart better than he 
knew geology, chemistry or astronomy.

DINING-ROOM MATTERS. 
Serving “Left-overs.” 

[New York Evening Telegram:] Now we 
turn to the serving of left-over cold sweets. 
Only too often the housewife flops last 
night's pudding onto the table in its tin, 
offending the appetites of every one present 
with the sight of it. The same pudding, 
dished in the kitchen with whipped cream 
added to each plate, seems quite different 
to the fastidious eye. 

When re-serving such cold sweets as jelly 
or prune mould, etc., cut them up into cubes 
and dish them in custard cups with a little 
whipped cream on the top of each, if you 
can afford it. Do not send half of yester- 
day's cold prune whip, with the remains of 
some cream that was poured over it, to the 
table in such a dilapidated condition. Again, 
if you have half a cold tart or fruit pie 
place the fruit in a glass dish and cut the 
pastry into neat wedges and arrange them 
on top. 


Frult and Fritters. 


Perhaps you have some stewed prunes 
and a few tinned or freshly stewed apri- 
cots left from other dishes. Do not throw 
them into a glass dish in any which way, 
but pile the apricots in the center and make 
a border of the prunes. 

When you serve fritters, do not cast them 
flat on the dish and let remnants of the 
frying grease make wunappetizing trails 
around about them. Drain them first thor- 
oughly, pile in the center of the dish and 
shake powdered sugar over them. A paper 
doyly in the center of the dish adds to the 
attractiveness of its appearance. 


Make Desserts Attractive. 


When you have an extra quarter or so to 
spare sometime, buy some angelica, pis- 
tachio nuts and some preserved cherries. 
Keep them in tins and use them sparingly 
and you will find that they will go a long 
way in making any number of desserts more 
attractive to look upon. For example, your 
husband may eye with scorn a plain tapioca 
pudding, but a taploca cream, consisting of 
tapioca thoroughly cooked in milk with 
sugar and vanilla, spread in a glass bowl 


with just enough cream to cover it and half, 


as a center ornament, will be greeted with 
a friendly welcome. Yet the latter will only 
cost you four or five cents more than the 
former. 


FOR THE AUTOMOBILE. 
Combined Footrest and Shoe Box. 


[New York Sun:] One of the convenient 
fittings shown for an automobile is a com- 
bined footrest and shoe box. The case, 
about two feet wide and not so deep, 
is covered with dark cloth and lined 
with red leather. It closes like a 
suit case and lies on its side in the bottom 
of the car. It is so shaped that it forms 
an inclined rest for the feet. The case con- 
tains three shoe brushes, a shoe horn, a 
buttonhook, cases of shoe polish, cloths and 
polishers. 


Best Way to Carry Lunch. 


The best way to carry the lunch is in a 
light wicker or reed suit case. Ih the five 
and ten-cent store you can buy very thin 
wooden plates and dishes, like those used in 
delicatessen stores for salads and by bakers 
for pies. Waxed paper cups, too, can be had 
by the dozen. Then there are crepe paper 
tablecloths and napkins with the daintiest 
designs, just the thing for outdoor usage.

CARE OF BABY. 
Keep Him Out of Doors. 


[New York American:] Keep the baby 
out of doors. This is the advice given now- 
adays to parents by every wise physician. 

Except in winter, begin when the baby 
is two weeks old to take him out for a few 
minutes every day in mild, pleasant weather, 
increasing the time gradually until he is 
staying out most of the time. Probably 
no other thing will do so much to in- 
sure a healthy babyhood as this, and the 
result will well repay whatever trouble is 
necessary to secure. 


Carriage or Crib on Porch. 


A young baby may stay in his carriage 
or crib on the porch, on the roof, under 
the trees, or in the back yard, where the 
busy mother can look after him; older 
babies who need exercise may be kept in 
a creeping pen either on the porch or in 
the yard. If it is not feasible to provide 
outofdoor sleeping places for these older 
babies, at least the windows of the nursery 
should be kept wide open most of the year. 

When the weather is very cold, as in 
winter in the North, when the snow is melt- 
ing, or when there is a heavy storm in 
progress or a high wind blowing quantities 
of dust about, it will be best to give the 
baby his airing indoors or on a protected 
porch. Dress him as for going out, open 
all the windows wide, and let him remain 
in the fresh air for some time. 


Cover Delicate Baby Amply. 


Very young or delicate babies require 
much more heat, and must be very warmly 
covered to protect them against being 
chilled, and a baby under three months 
of age should not be taken out in severe 
weather, but plenty of fresh air is essential 
to all babies. 


When the weather is excessively hot the 
baby should be taken out early in the day, 
and then kept indoors until the late after- 
noon. From that time on until the rooms 
have cooled in the evening he should be 
kept out, being well protected from mos- 
quitoes. If a screened porch is available, 
the health and comfort of the baby will 
de greatly increased.

HOME PHYSICIAN. 
Cure for Hay Fever. 


[Philadelphia Record:] What is believed 
to be a permanent cure for hay fever has 
been discovered by Dr. Seymour Oppen- 
heimer, a well-known New York physician, 
who has for many years been studying this 
disease. The cure consists in breaking 
a bit of skin on the scalp and rubbing into 
the wound the particular flower or plant 
pollen to which the sufferer is most sus- 
ceptible. 

As well known, hay fever is caused by 
inhaling pollen-laden air. It occurs most 
frequéntly in the spring, either in April 
or May, and in autumn, either in Septem- 
her or October Many persons contract the 
disease only by breathing the pollen of a 
certain plant, and can avoid the disease by 
keeping away from regions where this plant 
grows. The disease is marked by disagree- 
able itching of the eyes, profuse secretions 
from the nose, greatly increased perspira- 
tion and, in many instances, asthma. 


Polien as a Remedy. 


Many sufferers from hay fever have no 
idea to what pollen they are most suscep- 
tible. It is necessary to treat such patients 
with one pollen after another until the right 
one is hit upon. One of Dr. Oppenheimer’s 
patients believed that it was the pollen of 


@weet peas which caused his hay fever. 


This, however, failed to effect a cure, and 
twenty-seven different pollens were ad- 
ministered to him before the one to which 
he responded was found. 

Dr. Oppenheimer finds that most hay 
fever is caused by the pollens of twelve 
spring flowers and six autumnal plants, 
and he keeps constantly on hand supplies 
of these for use in treating the disease.

He has stood on a hill in Port- 
land many a time and seen what to the eye 
bore all the appearance of smoke issuing 
from the very tip of the truncated cone 
which forms the mountain. This phenom- 
enon generally appears in clear weather 
and is caused by snow flurries raised by a 
stiff breeze, or by vapor arising from the 
melting snow. 


Long Beach to Boom. 


ONG BEACH, that busy hive of industry 

near the harbor of Los Angeles, is to be 
congratulated on its prospective boom in 
store for shipbuilding, which of course will 
affect the whole population. Indeed, this 
development at the harbor is sure to prove 
beneficial to all Southern California. The 
government has awarded the Craig ship- 
yards a contract for the construction of 
three submarines out of five to be built 
on the Coast. The other two are to go to 
Seattle. 
five is to be $3,015,500. 


This secures the reorganization of the 
Craig Company into the California Ship- 
building Company, a $5,000,000 concern 
which ig to do the work. Work is already 
being done on two submarines for the Lake 
Torpedo Boat Company, and a lighthouse 
tender costing $250,000 is being built simul- 
taneously at the Long Beach yards for the 
Federal government. 

This work now going on is employing a 
small army of men, and the addition will 
swell this army very much, The three 
awarded to the Long Beach company are 
to cost $548,500 each. 
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That Depends. 
„ 19, 2000 beet growers attended 

a barbecue at Oxnard given by the 
American Beet Sugar Company. The guests 
came from far and near, and one of the 
speakers said this: I want to call your 
attention to the importance of sugar-beet 
growing to the agricultural sections 
In 1870, when Germany began to develop 
sugar-producing on a large scale, the yield 
of wheat there was seventeen bushels to 
the acre. . Today Germany produces 
thirty-four bushels to the acre.” This is in 
sharp contrast with the history of wheat 
growing in the United States, where in 1870 
the average yield was the same as in Ger- 
many, and has decreased since in face of 
the increase in Germany. This is attributed 
to the fact that sugar is a carbohydrate 
produced from air, water and sunshine, and 
takes nothing from the fertility of the soil. 
Tt is claimed that the growing of sugar 
beets increases the fertility of the soil, and 
the same is true of beans, another im- 
portant product of Southern California, par- 
ticularly Ventura county, where the Oxnard 
sugar factory is situated. 

The speaker went on to state that Califor- 
nia, with an area of more than 150,000 square 
miles, is nearly as large as France. “With 
only 3 per cent. of its area devoted to beet- 
sugar production it would produce 4,000,000 
tons of sugar.” This would have a value of 
$400,000,000, which is equal to the whole of 
the present product that comes from the 
soil of California in field crops, orchards, 
live stock and forests. “In addition to this, 
sugar-beet pulp would fatten 2,500,000 steers 
every year.” This would be one fat steer 
for every man, woman and child in the 
State. Then there would be another by- 
product, molasses, which could be turned 
into alcohol, giving “a gallon every week 
for every man, woman and child in the 
State.” This would give us a hundred fac- 
tories in the State like the one at Oxnard. 

Of course there is a good deal of en- 
thusiasm in this talk, but undoubtedly great 
things are possible in the way of the pro- 
duction of sugar beets in the State of Cali- 
fornia—provided the duty is not taken off 
on the first of January, a thing which would 
close every factory in the State. 


Good for Los Angeles. 


OS ANGELES is not the eighth city in 

the United States in population, in- 
dustries or in wealth. It is mighty near 
there, and is getting nearer to it every year, 
and will probably have reached that rank 
when the next census is taken. 

But there are a good many things in 
which the city does rank eighth in the 
United States, and some in which it takes 
a higher rank. According to Auditor 
Myers, Los Angeles ranks eighth of the 
cities in the United States in the value of 
| public property owned by the city, the total 
valuation of public property in the city be- 
ing $66,250,081. Pittsburgh, Cleveland and 
St. Louis have only $1,000,000 worth ef pub- 
lic property more than Los Angeles, and if 
they don't look out Los Angeles will catch 
them and pass them in a very few years, 
perhaps in a year. San Francisco's public 
property is valued at $56,000,000. One of 
the highest items in Los Angeles’ property 
valuation is its parks, whose lands and 
buildings are valued at $9,850,460, and 
equipment at $578,735. Naturally the aque- 
duct stands highest in the list, the total 
valuation of which is $40,433,513. Note that 
there is no estimate here of the school 
property at all. 


Japanese Get the Cream. 


JAPANESE steamship company is now 

busily engaged in inaugurating a new 
route of ocean commerce between our ports 
and South America. The other day there 
arrived at the Los Angeles harbor an im- 
mense steamer of 11,027 tons to inaugurate 
this line. The line will contain thirteen 
steamers and will include San Francisco 
as a port of call. They will touch at Los 
Angeles Harbor, and then go on down the 
coast, touching at Mexican, Central Ameri- 
can and South American ports. This is one 
of the effects, and a serious one, of the fool- 
ish ship law passed by Congress, which has 
driven the American flag off of the Pacific 
Ocean. 


Successful Sugar Campaign. 

HE American Beet Sugar Company, 

owning the Oxnard sugar factory, men- 
tioned in a paragraph above, is also the 
owner of the Chino plant. This is the first 
plant for making sugar established in Call- 
fornia. The other day the siren Whistle 
blew a long blast announcing the campaign 
of the year at an end. The record for the 
season is about 80,000 tons of beets sliced 
and reduced, which produced 240,000 sacks 
of sugar, each weighing 100 pounds. This 
was the result of the seventy-five days’ run. 
The daily average was 1050 tons each 
twenty-four hours, establishing a new rec- 
ord at that factory. One dey, in twenty- 
four hours, 1319 tons of beets were sliced. 
The best days sugar iecord was 3447 sacks. 
The average number of men employed was 
375, working in twelve-hour shifts. Outside 
the factory there was another army en- 
gaged in topping betts, plowing them out 
of the ground and hauling them to the fac- 
tory. As a by-product there were turned 
out 4000 tons of dried beet pulp, used as 
stock feed. This is mixed with molasses, 
another by-product, making a ration greatly 
relished by horses and cattle. 


With Peace Comes Prosperity. 

. oo the recognition by the United 

States government of Senor Carranza 
as the de facto President of Mexico, every 
one is looking for a return of prosperity to 
that long-distressed country. This means 
much to Southern Californians as well as 
to the people of Mexico. With the an- 
nouncement from Washington that Car- 
ranza was to be recognized a respectable 
fleet of small steamers was busy at Los 
Angeles harbor preparing to depart for Mex- 
ican ports. The country is depleted of 
everything in the way of manufactures, and 
almost without food products. There will 
be a great demand there for agricultural 
implements and for pretty nearly everything 
used in human life. The people are im- 
poverished, but with the starting of mines 
and the rehabilitating of plantations by the 
few Mexicans who have money, the whole 
population will be employed and receiving 
daily wages which will put them about in 


the same level of living they occupied be- 
fore the war. . 


A Growing Concern. 


HE Cochise Machine Company, about 

four years ago, began business here in 
Los Angeles in a room 14x45 feet, employing 
only two men. The concern has been well 
managed and has prospered. The other day 
when the corporation held its annual meet- 
ing announcement was made of a dividend 
of 50 cents a share, the second disburse 
ment the company has made. The secre- 
tary reported a considerable cash balance 
in the treasury, and it was thereupon de- 
cided to purchase a tract of about three 
acres if possible in the city of Los Angeles, 
and there to erect a factory adequate to 
meet the demands of the growing business. 
The new plant will eiaploy about 100 men. 
The concern manufactures rock drills, pis- 
ton machines, stoping machines, hand drills, 
and in its present capacity employs fifteen 
men. 


Short-cut to Bear Valley. 


IZENS of Highland are urging the 
Board of Supervisors of San Bernardino 
county to construct a new short cut on a 
low grade into Bear Valley. The route al- 
ready surveyed runs via City Creek Canyon 
to the head of Deep Creek and enters the 
valley over the dam at the west end. It is 
stated that a tax levy was made a year ago 
for a cut-off into Bear Valley from the head 
of Deep Creek, but the money was expended 
elsewhere. The new road from San Ber- 
nandino would nowhere have a grade in ex- 
cess of 6 per cent., and would mean the 
saving of about twenty miles in distance 
over the crest road. 


Prosperous Farming Section. 
N THE Lindsay-Strathmore district, by a 
vote of 150 to 20 property owners on a 
strip of 15,000 acres of citrus land stretch- 
ing along the foothills, it was decided to 
organize an irrigation company to install a

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New industry at Harbor. 

HE contract has been let for the con- 

struction of a number of factory bulld- 
ings at San Pedro for the American Trona 


Corporation. This company recently pur- . 


chased from the Southern Pacific Company 
a tract of seven acres near the harbor. It 
was organized for the purpose of making 
potash, and the contract for the plant 
awarded to the F. O. Engstrum Company 
of Los Angeles amounts to about 
$300,000. Some of the buildings will be at 
Searles Lake, where the company has se 
cured rich potash deposits. The buildings 
will all have steel frames, concrete footin«s, 
and sides of corrugated iron. They will in 
clude warehouses, refineries and chemical 
buildings. There is any quantity of crude 
potash in the Searles Lake district. The 
haul is a pretty long one from the harbor, 
but there will be a good demand for all that 
the company can turn out, owing to the 
cutting off of supplies received from Ger- 
many before the war. 


Pian New Packing House. 


LIFORNIA is probably the only coun- 
try in the world where individual citrus. 
fruit growers have their own packing plants 
on anything like a large scale. P. A. 
Demens, a pioneer orchardist of the Upland 
district, is about to have constructed one 
of the largest and most complete citrus 
packing plants owned by any individual 
grower in Southern California. The pack- 
ing house ig to be at Alta Loma, and there 
Mr. Demens will pack and ship his own 
fruit under his own brand. The packing 
house is to be of substantial construction 
and will have a ground area of 40173 feet. 
This is undoubtedly the best way to handle 
any crop where it is of sufficient magnitude 
to merit such handling. In this way the 
owner controls his own crop, ships it when 
he thinks it is ready, and with his own 
brands can establish an individual reputa- 
tion that ought to be worth a good deal to 
him when established.

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The Human Body- Its Care, Use and Abuse. 


Eating to Live. 


WENTY years ago it was believed by 
most physiologists that it was neces- 
sary for every healthy adult to con- 

sume about 100 grams of protein food each 
Gay to maintain perfect bodily health and 
vigor. This amount of protein is repre 
sented by by about two quarts of milk, or 
nine cubic inches of stea’ or ten eggs, or 
the equivalent of these .ubstances. But 
there is a growing ‘elief that this amount 
of protein is gr. d im excess of actual 
requirements; and. moreover, it seems 
pretty clearly determined that such an ex- 
„ Cess is actually harmful. 

The Danish physician, Dr. Hindhede, has 
recently demonstrated that the old stand- 
and of protein consumption is about four 
times too high, that twenty-five grams of 
animal protein daily is ample, even for per- 
sons doing hard manual labor. He has 
proved by experiment that three glasses of 
milk, or three cubic inches of steak, or three 
es furnish all the protein necessary to 
good health; also that any excess of these 
quantities is productive of heart, liver and 
kidney diseases. 

“Such a demonstration,” observes one 
physician, “is a little as if some expert 
should show you that in running your auto- 
mobile you are consuming two or three 
gallons of gasoline where only one is need- 
ed, and that in so doing you are putting 
needless stress on the engine, clogging the 
carburetor, straining the bearings, and gen- 
erally damaging the mechanism, so that 
your machine will last only about half as 
long as it should, while at the same time 
costing you two or three timés as much to 
run as if fueled in proper fashion.” 

It was contended for many years that 
prolonged muscular exertion required a high 
protein diet. But Dr. Hindhede's expert 
ments refute this contention absolutely. “A 
diet in albumin (protein) appears to in- 
crease endurance,” he says. “I have never 
heard of a great meat-eater winning a long- 
distance race.” 


Usefulness of Manual Training. 


Enthusiasm, self-confidence, the spirit of 
adventure, alertness, promptness, unselfish- 
ness, quick judgment are all to be learned 
on the field of games and sports; and every 
argument for such training of boys applies 
with equal force to girls. Mothers as well 
as fathers must be strong and healthy; and 
it is said that girls undergoing such training 
not only assume a more bright and dignified 
carriage, but begin unconsciously to avoid 
slang and other vulgarities. 

The ancient Greeks knew these things: 
and in 2500 years we have not equaled 
their results. If a boy does not seem to 
pick up music with ease, or sword play, he 
may attain remarkable dexterity with tools. 
At best he may learn to carve, at least he 
may attain creditable efficiency as a joiner 
or carpenter. Even juggling and conjuring 
train brain centers of value to the organ- 
ism, and are much better than no manual 
work at all. Personally we think very 
highly of military drill, which trains every 
fiber of the body down to the very finger 
tips and the tiny muscles of the eye, be- 
sides inculcating invaluable habits of 
prompt obedience, team work, respect for 
efficient authority, etc. to say nothing of 
putting an eternal stop to absurd boasts 
of springing to the defense of the country 
without the need of drill owing to our mar- 
velous intelligence and superabundance of 
inventive genius.—{[New York Medical 
Journal. 


' Adulterations with Wood Alcohol. 


health after investigation of the drinks 
sold in 2400 places. In a statement, warn- 
ing the public of the dangers of wood alco- 
hol, Dr. Lucius P. Brown, director of the 
bureau of foods and drugs of the depart- 
ment of health, announced that hig in- 
spectors had found 764 shops dispensing 
wood alcohol improperly labeled. 

“He advises the public to beware of the 
drug in buying food liquids and toilet prep- 
arations. In 466 saloons and drug stores 
wood alcohol was sold in drinks and other 
preparations without warning to the cus 
tomers, he says. One saloon-keeper sold 
wood alcohol in whisky, and in a barber 
shop it was sold or applied to the faces of 
customers in the name of ‘bay rum’.” 
X-Ray Treatment of Biood Diseases. 

Recent experiments have shown that the 
use of X-rays is often effective in treating 
certain conditions in which the blood cells 
of the body are affected. This form of 
treatment is found to be particularly help- 
ful in the peculiar condition called leuk- 
emia, in which there is an abnormal in- 
crease in the white blood corpuscles, and 
in which the patient presents the bloodless 
appearance which is characteristic of an- 
emia, and frequently with enlarged glands 
in various portions of the body. 

Since this condition, which usually term! 
nates fatally in a short time, is character- 
ized by an increase in the white corpuscles, 
and as the spleen, lymph glands, and the 
marrow of the bones are generally con- 
cerned in the manufacture of these cor- 
puscles, one would naturally expect that 
X-ray treatments applied directly to those 
various portions of the body might prove 
beneficial in correcting this condition. Such 
appears to be the case. And it has been 
demonstrated that when the X-rays, pro- 
perly administered, are applied to the bones 
and the spleen of the patient suffering from 
leukemia, the conditions may be greatly 
improved, or actually cured in some in- 
stances. 

The older form of treatment for this 
peculiar type of anemia was the adminis- 
tration of enormous doses of arsenic. But 
at the present time the remedy which is 
found to be particularly effective, when 
combined with X-rays, is benzene. This 
substance, which is also a dangerous poison, 
is only effective when administered in such 
a manner that it reaches the intestines 
without decomposition in the stomach. To 
accomplish this, benzene is prepared in 
special capsules, coated with a harmless 
substance which is not affected by the 
stomach juices, but which really dissolves 
in the intestines. 


with such a dangerous remedy as benzene 
is undoubtedly somewhat hazardous. But, 
in view of the fact that the type of anemia 
for which this treatment is used is a serious 
condition that often terminates fatally 
within a few weeks, it will be seen that 
drastic measures are fully warranted. 
Moreover, the end justifies the means in 
this instance, as in many cases complete 
recovery has been reported when this form 
of treatment is used. 


Occupational Deformity of the Teeth. 


Prof. Kraus of Vienna has recently re- 
ported the results of his investigations re- 
garding the relationship between certain 
occupations and deformities of the teeth. 
He finds, for example, that candy makers 
are peculiarly liable to the form of dental 
decay known as caries. He believes that 
sugar dust in the air of candy factories 
settles on the teeth, and the acids generated 
from the sugar eat away the enamel, thus 


Everyone knows that wood alcohol is a 
deadly poison, even in comparatively small 
quantities, yet this substance is still used 
extensively as an adulterant, particularly 
in many of the soft“ drinks. The follow- 
ing summary shows just how extensively 
this dangerous liquid is used in certain lo- 
cations, and presumably all over the United 
States: 

“Thousands of persons daily risk their 
health by drinking soft drinks containing 
wood alcohol, sold in hundreds of shops, 
drug stores and saloons throughout the city, 
is the discovery made by the department of 
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forming a shallow pocket hollowed out in 
the upper part of the front teeth. From 
this it appears that the front teeth of candy 
makers are much more liable to decay 
than the back or intermediate teeth. 

Among workers in acids, on the other 
hand, it is found that the back teeth are 
likely to be affected with a form of decay 
which begins as brownish spots which gen- 
erally appear on the cutting edges. From 
this position the decay works downward, 
the enamel is gradually worn away, and the 
surfaces of the teeth finally ground down 
toward the gums. 
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The persistent use of X-rays combined 


tooth is found among metal workers, which 
begins as a dirty green coating of the 
teeth. This green coating does not appear 
to be as active in producing decay as the 
brown coating found on the teeth of work- 
ers in acids, and, if the teeth are kept 
reasonably clean, decay is prevented. When 
the green coating is not removed by per 
sistent brushing, however, the substance 
of the teeth under this coating gradually de- 
cays. 

According to Prof. Kraus, the teeth may be 
worn away in characteristic fashion by per- 
sistent biting, even upon soft substances. 
He found, for example, that a small groove 
is formed in the front teeth of tailors and 
seamstresses by their habit of biting off 
the thread, and that this groove will be 
found on close examination in a large ma- 
jority of persons following these occupa- 
tions. As any destruction of the enamel, 
even in the form of a tiny groove, is likely 
to be followed by decay of the teeth at this 
point, it appears that persons whose occupa- 
tions compel the use of their teeth persis- 
tently are peculiarly subject to dental 
troubles. 
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Edible Snaiis. 


To most Americans the idea of using 
snails in the diet will not awaken gastro- 
nomic enthusiasm, but there are people in 
various parts of the world to whom the 
suggestion of the use of other mollusks, 
such as oysters and clams, would be re- 
pugnant. It is not necessary to go back 
to the days of the elder Pliny for evidence 
that edible snails have had a place on the 
menus of many countries. It is stated that 
during our own oyster season, from Sep- 
tember to April, more than 200,000,000 
snails are disposed of in Paris alone. The 
daily consumption of “escargots” in the 
French capital has been estimated at fifty 
tons when the trade is at its best. In the 
belief that the American people can be 
educated to see the true worth of the 
edible snail, which might be grown with 
profit in the United States, a government 
expert has collected some facts bearing on 
its use. The European war has added a 
further interest to the possibility of snail 
culture. Comparatively few Americans 
have ever tasted snails, know of their prep- 
aration as food, or even consider them a 
fit article of diet. Among the foreigners 
in our population snails have a limited sale. 
Those sold in the fish markets of our 
larger cities have practically all been im- 
ported from France. 

Abroad, snails are by no means regarded 
in any sense as a national dish. They are 
included in the dietary much as is the

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oyster in this country, as a table luxury 
or delicacy. In respect to composition, the 
two groups of mollusks furnish about the 
same yield of nutriments. In Europe, snails 
are raised commercially under an intensive 
system of culture in many places in snail- 
eries. Rust believes that although snail 
culture may not be very profitable in Eu- 
rope, where economic conditions are dil- 
ferent, in that the food for the animals 
must be grown and supplied to them regu- 
lariy, and everything done with much labor 
on restricted areas of land, in the United 
States snail farming might, with judicial 
publicity, and in time, become profitable. 
Whether or not it is advantageous from 
the standpoint of nutrition to attempt to 
introduce a new food to the American table 
is a question of individual preference. Al- 
most everyone, Rust writes, who has ever 
eaten _well-prepared snails, admits their 
gastronomic worth, from the point both 
of nutritive value and of flavor, and there 
are many States where they could be grown 
and kept fresh until used, and where they 
would prove a very welcome addition to the 
somewhat limited menu of the locality.

THE WORLD. 


HOW CROP If HANDLED--GRADING COF- 
FEB--MOCHA AND JAVA FROM THE SAME

From Our Own Correspondent. 

ANTOS (Brazil.)—As you sip your cof- 
8 tee this bright Sunday morning let me 

give you some moving pictures of the 
Brazilian port through which it comes to 
the United States. Nearly all the coffee 
consumed in America passed through San- 


tos. The city is the chief coffee port of the 
world. It handles more of this product than 


The men are brawny and full-chested. They 
have necks like that of a bull, the muscles 
of which have been turned to iron by the 
enormous weights which from bpyhood they 
have been accustomed to carry on their 
heads. 7 

Many of the steamers are now loaded with 
endless belts like those upon which wheat 
is carried from place to place in our great 
elevators. These belts rum upon carriers 
which begin in the basement of the great 
coffee warehouse and wind their way under 
the floor until they reach the wharves. Here 
they rise and travel overhead and empty 
their loads into the holds of the steamers. 
The bags are dropped onto the belts and 
are not touched again until they are packed 
in the holds. As they move along through 
the air they seem to be fairly alive. They 
look like gigantic mice or seals crawling 


any half-dozen ports upon earth. It is the along 


gateway to the vast plantations of Sao 
Paulo, and for a greater part of the year 
& Steady stream of coffee bags flows down 
Into it from the Brazilian highlands and 
then takes the ships which carry them to 
the United States and to Europe. 

Everything in Santos is coffee. The town 
is built upon coffee beans and the fortunes 
of its citizens rise and fall with the prices 
of coffee. The people here believe in cof- 
fee. They talk nothing else and as they 
talk they drink. They drink so much of 
thig beverage that they grow sallow and the 
muscles of their faces twitch continuously. 
When one of them sits in a chair, resting 
his toes on the floor, his knees bob up and 
down with nervousness, and the whole sys 
tem seems afflicted with St. Vitus’ dance. 

The street traffic of Santos is coffee. 
Huge automobiles, piled high with bags, 
move this way and that. Heavy carts, 
similarily loaded, are hauled by mules 
among the motor machines, and negroes 
run across the roadways with great bags on 
their shoulders. 

The coffee scenes begin at the wharves. 


Leaving the wharves, I went into the-ware- 
houses. There are more than a score, run- 
ning for a mile or so along the docks. They 
cover acres, and are packed from floor to 
roof. The bags are laid up like cordwood, 
and a warehouse may be a solid mass 
of these bags of coffee. In one of the 
warehouses the men were loading. Great, 
lusty fellows they were, bare to the waist 
and barefooted. Their muscles were like 
those of prize fighters, and all were broad- 
shouldered and thick-necked. I took out my 
watch and counted their speed. They 
dropped the bags on the chute at the rate 
of one every second. 


Rapid Work. 


—— > 


This work begins in July and keeps on 
for months. At times more than 50,000,000 
pounds are loaded in a single day, an 
amount sufficient to give every man, woman 
and child in the United States one-half 
pound and leave some to spare. At the 
same time more Brazilian coffee is being 
loaded at Rio de Janeiro and at Bahia and 


elsewhere. The total crop of the country is 


Coffee for the (luted St2les. 


I eame here from Rio de Janeiro on the 


two-thirds that of the whole world. In some 
years it has amounted to in the neighbor- 
hood of 20,000,000 bags, and of this 15,000, 
000 bags have come from Santos alone. In 
1913 the crop was more than 13,000,000 bags, 
and its value was over $200,000,000. 

Of the coffee crop of Brazil more than 
half is sold to the United States, and that at 
a cost of something like $76,000,000. We 
take in the neighborhood of 750,000,000 
pounds of this coffee every year, and should 
we stop drinking it, the people would have 
a panic, and many of them would be on the 
edge of starvation. Our annual coffee im- 
ports are over 1,000,000,000 pounds, or more 
than fifty pounds for every one of our 
families. In other words, we use a pound 
of coffee a week to every family in the 
United States. 


Millions of Trees. 


In another letter I shall describe my 
visits to the coffee plantations. Some of 
them have millions of trees, and they cover 
thousands of acres. Today I shall deal only 
with the coffee as it reaches the ports. The 
coffee from most of the estates comes here 
in beans of different sizes and shapes. Some 
are good and some bad, but they are all 
mixed together. Before they can be ex- 
ported they have to go through separators 
and graders. There are a number of such 
institutions in Santos, and two of the larg- 
est are owned by an American, Mr. Law- 
rence. It was with the owner that I went 
through them. The mills are much like a 
great flouring mill. The coffee is carried 
to the top of the building, and it falls by 
gravity through the various machines. The 
mill is run by electricity, and the machinery 
is such that the dirt is taken out and the 
beans graded according to their size and 
character. The grading is exact, and out 
of the same sack will come Mocha and Java 
and almost every variety of coffee under 
the sun. Indeed, the most of the Mocha 
coffee we use has never seen Arabia, and 


* 
almost every bit of our Java is grown in 
Brazil. 


Bvery shipment of coffee has its own 
treatment, and the value of the shipments 
depends largely upon where the coffee is 
raised. Some of the regions are as differ- 
ent from the others as the Vuelto Abajo, 
which produces the finest Havana tobacco, 
is different from the land that produces the 
stogy. Not only the soll, but the climate 
and elevation have to do with the product, 
each district producing beans of a flavor 
which is of its own kind and quality. 
Different Methods. 


The difference in coffee makes its prepara- 
tion for the markets an important element 
of the industry. Every exporter has his 
own methods of sampling the coffee, and 
grading and preparing it for shipment 
abroad. During my stay here I have visited 
some of the great houses that send coffee 
to the United States. The care taken is 
wonderful. Every shipment, whether it is 
of 1000 bags or 50,000, ig sampled and tested. 
The coffee is graded according to quality 
and this is tested by sight, feel and taste. 
Coffee-tasting is a profession, and there are 
men here in Santos who do nothing else. 
Every shipment is carefully sampled, and 
the sample is roasted and tasted. The re 
sult gives the grade, and this is sent with 
the shipment to the United States, forming 
the basis of the price of the coffee, and as 
to how it shall be sold. 

It was with the manager of the Arbuckle 
Company that I went through their sam- 
pling-rooms. These were walled with shelves 
containing the coffee recently tested. Some 
of the samples were brought down and their 
quality pointed out. Some of the best coffee 
was labeled Mocha. This consisted of beans. 
as big as a pea, and of much the same 
shape. The beans were of a light color, 
and the manager told me that the coffee was 
three years old.

Slugs and Snails, 


HE FOLLOWING information based on 

protection afforded lettuce beds is sent 

in by J. W. McFatridge of Los Angeles, in 

the hope that it will aid many in the control 
of slugs and snails. : 
“The habits of the large mottled, the 

black and the shell varieties are the same, 

they all hide from the sunlight in the day 


on damp, cloudy days they are active. The 
large mottled kind, often four or five inches 
in length, will clean up a dozen or more 
young plants in a single night, the small 
black variety make up in number what they 
lack in size, and will sometimes stay in the 
shade of the plant or burrow in the soft soil 
during the day instead of going home; the 
shell variety, which is equally destructive, 
will cling to the under side of a leaf after 
the plants are large enough to afford pro- 
tection from the sun, but they all feed at 
night. 
“After the seed is planted and before it 
begins to show through the soil, clear a 
space a foot or so wide clear around the 
ground to be protected, beat it down to an 
ever surface, in the middle of it sprinkle a 
‘line of common table salt one inch wide. It 
is a physical impossibility for a snail or 
slug to cross the salt line, and in their head- 
long snail-pace rush to get to the feeding 


suspected salt line and are immediately put 
out of business. Often the large mottled fel- 
low will be able to reach his hiding place 
before the succumbs but he will never return 
to the lettuce patch; the small black and 
the shell varieties will die on the spot.

It is of compara-« 
tively small growth, attaining a height with 
us of twenty feet to thirty feet at its best, 
often not more than twenty feet. Its foliage 
is very small for an elm, lanceolate, of a deep 
green color, and is retained on the tree in 
Eastern States unchanged in color until 
freezings destroy it. It grows naturally into 
a well shaped, busny tree, of most desir 
able appearance for adorning a lawn. 
Following the usual rule with in the man- 

ner described, it is peculiar in its flowering. 
This occurs in late autumn instead of early 
spring. An other elms in cultivation are 
among the earliest of all trees to flower and 
perfect seeds in spring, their ripening oc- 
curring in a tew weeks following the 
flowers. In this respect, the quick ripening 
parvifolia is not benind the rest. The flow- 
ering is in early October; the seeds are 
ripe a month later. Following the usual rule 
with elms, the seeds must be sown at once 
or they will not germinate. The spring 
ripening ones will then sprout at once, sup 
plying nice seedlings by autumn; those of 
parvifolia lie dormant until spring, when the 
seedling appear as soon as the soil warms 
up.

i Where to Raise Turkeys. By M. M. Stearns. 


IDEAL CONDITIONS. 
N ACCOUNT of the queer shroud of 
0 mystery that has for some reason al- 
ways surrounded the matter of raising 
young turkeys, people contemplating making 
a start with turkeys are often at a loss con- 
cerning certain preliminaries, such as a 
proper location for a turkey ranch. Recently 


a number of queries have come to me ask- 
ing what Southern California districts are 
best suited for turkeys, and what varieties 
of turks are best suited to particular en- 
vironments. 

Turkeys can be raised, and raised with 
some degree of profit, almost anywhere in 
the whole of the United States, as well as 
throughout our part of the Southwest. It 
would be practically impossible to name any 
particular township and say with accuracy: 
“Turkeys cannot be raised successfully 
there.“ although, of course, some locations 
are far more satisfactory than others for 
turkey-raising purposes. 

Consequently it seems odd that one 
should hear over and over again such 
phrases as “Well, you can't expect to raise 
turkeys successfully in the Pomona Valley.“ 
Or, “No use trying to raise turkeys near 
the coast. They won’t do well there.” 

Probably such pessimistic, and certainly 
inaccurate, impressions are the result of 
the many failures that are to be found in 
the turkey-raising industry, as in every 
other, and that have seemed to blacklist 
certain entire districts. Half a dozen 
failures in any one place are enough to give 
that place a bad name for turkeys, since 
nearly every one is willing to believe dark 
reports concerning matters on which there 
is so little definite information to be had. 

Certain general rules ag to favorable loca- 
tions may safely be followed. Along the 
seacoast, and in any of the California val- 


due proportion of fog, or cold, chilly morn- 
ings, it is more difficult to raise poults suc- 
cessfully, particularly in the late spring 
and early fall months, than where clear, dry 
mornings are the rule. Such unfavorable 
conditions necessitate a good deal of extra 
care in the handling of baby turks, since 
they will never thrive if repeatedly chilled. 
By taking the proper precautions with the 
small birds the disadvantageous climatic 
conditions can be overcome, but they are 
nevertheless a constant handicap. 

Extreme heat is also hard on turkeys. 
Accordingly, the central portions of the 
great California valleys are often not as 
nearly ideal for the birds as somewhat cooler 
districts, where, perhaps there are more 
shade trees. But that this obstacle to tur- 
keys’ well-being is far from being unsur- 
mountable is shown by the thousands of 
turks that are raised annually on the very 
flattest acres of the very hottest valleys. 

Localities, where there is little breeze, as, 
for instance, in some of the smaller and 
more shut-in valleys, are not as good for 
turkey-raising purposes as exposed hillsides, 
where the air is nearly always in motion. 

From the foregoing it can be seen that 
turkeys will thrive best where climatic con- 
ditions are temperate rather than extreme. 
The ideal turkey ranch is situated on slop- 
ing ground or rolling foothills at the sides 
of our great valleys, where there is plenty 
of shade, and where the breath of the trade 
wind is felt. Cold, wet winds are bad for 
turks; hot, dry districts are also bad. 
Warmth and moisture make the almost per- 
fect turkey combination. 

The idea is widely prevalent that moisture 
is invariably bad for turkeys; wet feet are 
supposed to be almost inevitably fatal, if 
the condition is long continued. But any 
one watching turkeys in warm weather can 
readily ascertain how dependent the birds

are on abundant moisture under those con- 
ditions, how they crave the luxuriant green 


| 


growths that come with abundant —— 
and how they thrive when in warm, humid 
air. . 

Foothill country, back from the seacoast, 
that is about the best combination that 
Southern California affords for turkeys, and 
it is the best of many good ones. Where 
in summer and early fall the turks can 
range over fields, where grain has been 
harvested, on rising slopes near the hills, 
they will grow famously. If they are to be 
grown in the level stretches of a valley 
floor, the more green growth there is, the 
more shade and the more irrigation and 
consequent moisture, the better. Fields of 
alfalfa go a long way toward making up 
for the free air on rising slopes. The abun- 
dant green seems effectually to break the 
back of the heat, while eucalyptus groves 
or other shade trees give the birds satis- 
factory resting places, where they can dust 
themselves during the hot noon hours. 

The breed of turkeys best suited to any 
particular locality can usually be determined 
more accurately by the imme Hate, than by 
the more general, environment. If one 
purposes to raise turks under more than 
ordinarily difficult conditions, as, for ex- 
ample, close to the shore, any of the dark- 
feathered, hardy breeds would de preferable 
to the more delicate White Hollands. But 
if one were located in ideal turkey country, 
and so had the entire list of varieties to 
pick from, the lighter breeds would prob- 
ably prove more profitable if the range 
were limited, and the hardier breeds would 
do better if abundant range were available. 

It should be borne in mind that the se- 
lection of turkeys by breeds has only just 
begun, and that consequently to a great 
extent a turkey is merely a turkey for most 
purposes. Turkeys have been raised in- 
discriminately wherever turkey conditions 
seemed good— Bronzes have been raised in 
yards, and White Hollands and Bourbon 


about the best all-around breed of all, have 
been raised only here and there on this 
Coast, as possible show birds. 

It is safe to predict that this condition of 
affairs is now about over, and that from 
the present time on there will be more and 
more specialization in various breeds of tur- 
keys, so that the prominent characteristics 
of each breed will become more and more 
pronounced, as that breed becomes better 
fitted for certain specific purposes. Any 
breeder who fails to take the advantage 
that the variety of breeds offers will merely 
be retarding this end, and at the same time 
shutting himself away from certain advan- 
tages, not large, perhaps, but nevertheless, 
sure. 

White Hollands are birds for suburban 
places, and for many ranches that call for 
raising table birds on limited areas. They 
cannot well hold their own against competi- 
tion of Bronzes or Blacks or Narrangansetts 
where there is unlimited range, and where 
particularly hardy stock is essential. As a 
turkey for ranging far over flat valley lands, 
for instance, White Hollands would be a 
poor choice. Bourbon Reds would be a 
somewhat better bet, and Blacks, WNar- 
ragansetts, or Bronzes would be best of all. 

Buffs and Blues are the odd varieties 
that are the most interesting turkeys of 44 
for experimental purposes, or perhaps for 
one who wishes to have a small, but note- 
worthy, flock that will attract attention. 
For market purposes they would do fairly 
well in almost any location, but tnere would 
be almost no opening for the sale of breed- 
ing stock or eggs of either variety. 

Narragansetts, while they are still so un- 
common on this Coast that there is no wide 
spread demand for either stock or eggs, ap- 
pear to be gaining ground steadily. Except. 
where turks are to be raised in yards ex- 
clusively, they would do about as well as 
any other breed under almost any condi-

he must appear extremely happy and con- 
tented all the time. He knows from the 
start that the initial price asked is at least 
five times more than will undoubtedly be 


accepted. But he must appear perfectly 
innocent of such a thought in his mind, must 
compliment the native merchant on his ex- 
treme moderation, and discreetly hint at his 
own unfortunate poverty, which makes him 
blush to name the utterly inadequate figure 
he could afford to quote for goods of such 
superb quality. Both parties are perfectly 
happy, they smoke and drink coffee together 
and part for the day. 

On the morrow there is more talk, with 
more cigarettes and more refreshments. 
Then the rug merchant, ad a mere matter 
of curiosity, venturés to ask the price which 
the buyer had in mind when he spoke about 
his unfortunate inability to purchase. The 
answer gives a sum which is usually about 
one-half the amount the buyer is actually 
willing to pay. At the mention of the price 
offered the merchant falls into a state of 
deep melancholy over the sad position of 
the buyer who cannot secure this rare lot, 
while the buyer apologizes for the shock he 
must have given in naming such a miserably 
inadequate figure and condoles with him- 
self on his misfortune in being unable to 
go higher. Coffee in large amounts is re- 


quired to assuage these painful feelings, also 
much tobacco to soothe the nerves, so that 
another day passes placidly and pleasantly. 
By the following afternoon the merchant, 
in a spirit of pure benevolence and in the 
warmth of the friendship that has sprung 
up, has begun to abate his price. At suc- 
ceeding seances there are gradual climbings 
down by the seller and climbinks up by the 
buyer, until at last a true valuation is 
reached. and the deal ig consummated by 
the touching of hands. Yet at the very out- 
set of the transaction both parties knew to 
within a small fraction the price that would 
eventually be paid. But the prolonged game

From New York to Petrograd by Rail. 


RUSSIAN ENTERPRISE 

HE dramatic military operations in 
i which Russia is engaged at this time 

overshadow her plans for internal 
improvements, which, nevertheless, are be- 
ing systematically pushed, even during the 
stress of war. Had one of these been com- 
pleted a year or two ago the Russian govern- 
ment would not have found herself so hard 
pushed for ammunition and guns, for the 
way would have been open for American 
industries to have poured munitions of. war 
into the hands of the Russian military forces 
without fear of molestation from enemy on 
land or on sea. 


In all the conquests, both peaceful and 
warlike. by Russia, the aim has been to gain 


States will extend the Alaskan Railroad to 
connect with it. The proposed Russian 
road would branch off from the Trans-Siber- 
lan road near Irkutsk, just west of Lake 
Baikal and run to East Cape, where a rail- 
road ferry would connect with the Alaskan 
Railroad. Through rail service could thus 
be established from Petrograd to Washing- 
ton and New York City. 

The scheme is an ambitious one, but not 
insurmountable.

mense domain, and not for the sake of ex- 
tending her territory. Since she now rales 
over one-tenth of the land surface of the 
earth, an area twice as large as the United 
States, including Alaska, she is large enough. 
But even now, while she is engaged in the 
terrible, bloody struggle for an opening from 
the Black Sea, she is continuing her peace 
ful efforts for an outlet on the Pacific. 

Last winter, while the discussion of the 
Alaskan Railroad was before Congress, Rus- 
sia had a special representative, James 
Deitrich, in Washington urging the exten- 
sion of our Alaskan road to the extreme 
point of Seward Peninsula, where but thirty- 
six miles separates us from East Cape on 
the Siberian side. Mr. Deitrich has been 
for years a mine operator in Siberia, es- 
pecially near the Siberian-Mongolian bor-

© sex, writes as follows from some- 

where in Northern California to the Rural 
New Yorker: 

“Our poultry farmers on this Coast are 
up again hard sledding in their business. 
In other words, they must compete with a 
few hundred million Chinese, who sell their 
eggs at some 3% cents per dozen. Never 
has poultry feed been so high as the past 
eleven months, and instead of poultry prod- 
ucts keeping somewhere in sight of the 
cost of production, the market for poultry 

_ and eggs has ruled lower than for many 
years. Since the middie of . February 
I do not think the net returns from egg 
shipments have averaged the producer 
more than 15 cents per dozen. As an 
adjunct to the home or a side line, poultry 
keeping can't be beaten as a profit cash 
proposition in any line of agriculture, but 
on a large commercial sca‘e it's a man-size 
job and something of a gamble besides.” 

Considering that the writer is a woman, 
we are not surprised at the negative tone 
of her opinions; further, we indorse her 
assertion that when practiced on a commer- 
cial scale poultry culture “is a man-size 
job.” But with her figures and market 
@uoiationg we shall have to disagree. The 
price for fresh eggs in Los Angeles for the 
past year averaged at retail 37 cents per 
fozen; broilers 26 cents per pound; fryers 
23 cents; and roasters 21 cents. In San 
Francisco the lowest price quoted since 
January 1, 1915, was 21 cents per dozen for 
tees, while the highest was 48 cents, with

Like all the breeds in the English class, 
the Sussex is essentially a table fowl.

Chicken Thieves. 


With the advent of cold weather in the 
East the number of brake-beam tourists 
and itinerant Wearie Willies seem to be 
more numerous this fall than usual. Not 
finding lucrative picking, many of these nim- 
bie-fingered gentry resort to petty thieving, 
and among their fields of exploitation the 
humble hen is in no way a neglected quan- 
tity. So bad have their depredations be- 
come in Sonoma county that the poultry 
breeders of that section are suffering a loss 
running into thousands of birds each month, 
the losses from thieves for September re- 
ported to the Poultry Keepers’ Association 
totaling fully 4000 birds. Naturally, the 
poultrymen are up in arms, and cash re- 
wards of $250 are up for the apprehension 
and conviction of the guilty parties. Nor 
are poultry thieves limited to particular 
geographical areas; wherever the industry 


has become established we hear more or 
less of losses from this source. 

As a precautionary measure every poultry 
ranch ought to keep a good watch dog, and 
of the various breeds it has always seemed 
to us that the Scotch Collie is peéuliarly 
adapted to the requirements of a poultry 
ranch. But with dogs, like poultry, select 
the one among the larger breeds that strikes 
your fancy. A good dog will invariably give 
the alarm if chicken thieves are prowling 
about the premises. Other good features 
are electric burglar alarms, which may be 
of one or more patterns, though all serving 
the same purpose. Usually your chicken 
thief is not of a gamey sort; the slightest

The Flying Frogs of Java. 

Many strange stories have been told of the 
flying frogs of Java, so many, indeed, that 
the curious animals have come to be re- 
garded as mythical. However, according to 


a recent report, these little creatures do 
exist in actual life. : 

Prof. Siedlecki, who spent some time in 
Java, was able to study the flying frogs 
closely. One of tbe first conclusions he 
reached was that the name ‘flying frog” is 
inaccurate, for the supposed flight, from 
which the ponular name is derived, is really 
nothing more than a tremendous leap. 
“Jumping frog” would describe the animal 
much more accurately. 

The frog has membranes stretched be- 
tween its fingers and toes. As it jumps, it 
stretches wide its webs, and with the aid of 


.| these parachute-like supports, glides gently 


to the earth again. It is no rare thing for 
one of these little animals to jump a distance 
It can readily be imagined 
how a succession of these gliding leaps 
creates the impression of sustained flight. 
The deception is even greater when the frog 
is jumping from branch to branch or from 
tree to tree, 

Essentially an animal or nocturnal habits, 
the flying frog spends its days clinging to 
the leaves of trees. During this time it is tor- 
pid and flabby, and breathes with remarkable 
slowness. Its biuish-green color, blending al- 
most perfectly with the leaves on which it 
rests, Serves as an effective protection 
against enemies. The flying frog is a strik- 
ing example of protective coloration, for its 
hues vary with the time and the brightness 
or the day. In the sunshine of the early 
moraing, the frog is a bright blue-green; 
later, as the day advances, its color becomer 
a deeper and darker green, and toward night 


„almost biack. 


It is not until the sun has set that the 
flying frog begins to shake off its torpor. 
Then it rouses to the business of the day— 
or of the night—and sallies forth on its 
hunt for insects. It show a great preference 
for larger butterflies, and aided by its re- 
markable leaping powers, is very successful 
in capturing them. 

These strange little animals do not con- 


; fine their activities to the earth and trees, 


but are equally at home in the water. There 
the webs that serve them as wings on land, 
become useful as oars.

I believe I can answer those old 
questions, so often asked, What is the best 
thing in the world and what is the worst?“ 
said Mrs. Napoleon Bonaparte Stoneroad, 
the venerable mother of Mrs. Andrieus 
Jones, wife of the First Assistant Secre 
tary of the Interior. 


“The best thing in the world is to feel 
that you have been guided by a heavenly 
hand to fulfill that which was allotted as 
your portion—a hand that has led you safe 
ly over perilous places and still leads you 
toward the setting sun. And the worse 
thing is to miss that loving care and go 
through life haphazard, as it were, and be 
lieve that things just happened. 

“I have lately returned from California, 
where I saw the great exposition and all 
the wonders which the Western Coast can 
show, and my memory goes back to my 
first glimpse of California and my first 
years there, before the horde of gold-seek- 
ers began to pour in from every part of 
the universe. 


J first set eyes on the glorious land of 
California on October 2, 1846, at a point 
named in the old maps as Johnson's ranch, 
about thirty miles from the present boun- 
daries of the State and Nevada, and within 
a few miles of the Sierra Nevada, due south 
of the Yosemite Valley. As we had set 
forth on our journey on May 6, it was er- 
actly five months and two days since any 
of our party had enjoyed the luxury of sleep- 
ing between sheets or partaking of food at 
a properly set table. 


“And though we had tragedies, real and 
threatened, during the long and painful 
exodus, nothing can rob me of the ecstatic 
joy 1 felt when our kindly host and his 
good-hearted wife invited me to eat some 
hot ginger bread. And the hot pancakes 
that night, with delicious honey, and the 
sweet, rich milk! 

“I used to feel humiliated that these inct- 
dents stood forth in memory in better out- 
line than some which would be better worth 
recalling, buf the child of 12 is true to the 
calls of nature, and a good hot supper will 
be remembered when magnificent scenery, 
sorrow and bereavement have been forgot- 
ten. 

I have been blessed with many children 
and grandchildren, and I have told my story 
about that journey as others tell fairy tales 
or recite heroic historic deeds. My father 
is the hero of all of his blood, and, indeed, 
to all who know the early history of Call- 
fornia. I rejoiced to find during my latest 
visit that his memory is kept green. He 
came from a large family from about Mur- 
fr: esboro, Tenn., and he inherited the rest- 
less spirit of the mountains. 

“He tried first one and then another lo- 
cation in his native State. Finally, some 
ten years after he had married, he selected 
Independence, Mo., as a place to best pre- 
‘bare for the great journey which he had 
decided to make, namely, to California. 
About eighteen young men and their families 
determined to make the journey with him, 
and when the caravan set forth that lovely 
May morning there were some sixty trav- 
elers, some of them infants, and about forty 
family wagons. In the wagons were pro- 
visions to last throughout the journey— 
that is, staples—sugar, tea and coffee—for 
the men had to rely often on their guns, 
fishing rods and ability to trap small game 
for fresh meat. 

“It must be remembered that there were 
no roads, no maps to guide the adventure 
some, no hospitable farm houses or even 
mining shacks to relieve the tedium of the 
journey. One intrepid explorer, Hastings, 
had made the trip the year before, and he 
had blazed the trees, where there were 


and in every manner tried to make the road 
less perilous for those who followed him. 
“My father had his directions, and with 
them his party set forth into the wilderness, 
following the course of the Arkansas and 
La Platte, and then gradually making a way 
through mountains and through streams, 
west by south. We started with fine horses, 


but before we had crossed the State line of

vehicle to a bank, and went down a hun- 
dred yards or more to cut a young sapling. 
A shriek from me brought him running 
back. 

“Opposite me, on a bank across the ra- 
vine, a great panther was about to spring. 
But a shot from his trusty rifle brought the 
enemy low. It was an exquisite animal, 
‘and we brought the skin with us to Cal. 
fornia, where it for years adorned bur 
home. 

“My dear father and mother lived long 
past 70 years of age in the home which they 
had founded with such heroism and priva- 
tion. It is my supreme legacy, the memory 
of my mother. She was born Isabel Me- 
Creary, and she came of gentle, cultured 
people, who had abundance in the old home 
in Tennessee, and who wept bitterly when 
she followed her husband on what they be- 
lieved would be a fatal journey. Not alone 
does her courage stand forth on the jour- 
ney, but all her life in California is typical 
of the pioneer woman to whom this nation 
owes so much. 


“My father, after trying out many places, 
finally located for that winter of 1846 in 
the picturesque little hamlet of Santa Clara. 
There was a well-established civilization all 
about, for the padres had worked diligently 
and with direct results, although I never 
came under the actual influence of their 
propaganda. The following spring mother 
and I went to what is now the city of San 
Francisco with father, and I smile as I 
compare the city as she is today and as she 
was when I first saw her. 

“I_ remember father was offered city lots

“I remember that I cried bitterly over 
the sale of a fine horse that I used to ride 


sion, like everything in that wonderful 
country, each lot being almost half an acre. 
Less than ten years later, when the gold 
fever was at its height, the same amount 
of land sold for several thousand dollars, 
some of it for $10,000. 

“We had moved then to Monterey, which 
was for many years a happy and dearly 
loved home. How I can vividly recall my 
mother’s kindness to the crowds of boys 
bitten by the gold mania. It will be remem- | 
bered that so wild was the rush to the’ 
gold fields that many colleges of the East 
were partially depleted. My mother felt 
such a sympathy for these poor boys, and 
she sheltered them whenever she could. 
Nearly all came laden with lace, dry goods 
and other gewgaws readily obtained on the 
eastern coast, but difficult to get in Call 
fornia. 

“I remember when I was getting ready 
to be married—and we married early out on 
the Coast—nearly all my trousseau was 
purchased from students, some of whom 
afterward made large fortunes and who 
never failed to thank my mother for secur- 
ing them a grubstake. She would often 
give them a home for months until fortune 
smiled. For some, when they found the 
promised gold only a false hope, she would 
secure funds for their return home. My 
father built the first hotel in Stockton, and 
my younger sister was the second girl of 
Anglo-Saxon blood to be married in that 
flourishing city. 

“She was Elizabeth Margaret Dickinson, 
and she was married in 1849 to Amos Giles 
Mowry. Her daughter, now Mrs. Hill, was 
the first white child of Anglo-Saxon blood 
born in that section of California. My mar- 
riage to Charles 8. Peck in 1850 was the 
third in what we called the immigrant 
population. I was pleased to find all these 
records faithfully kept and set forth in the 
annals at the Panama-Pacific Exposition. 

“Another great achievement set down for 
my father was that he gave the land, and at 
his own expense erected the first Methodist 
Church in all California. Everything he 
touched seemed to prosper. He and his 
wife were honored as few are, and they left 
a goodly inheritance to their many chil- 
dren. I have but one brother surviving, 
George Winchester Dickinson of Monterey, 
and he—the Benjamin of the family—was 
born in California. All otber sisters and 
brothers have joined my dear parents be

in the old days in Tennessee, and my 
mother grieved, too. In exchange my father 
got oxen, and then we began our faltering 
way, making sometimes but a few miles 
each day.

Often, after painful exertions to follow the 
marked path, we came to impassable 
streams and were compelled to go back, 
one time more than fifty miles. 

“When we reached the first of the Rocky 
Mountain ranges it was a memorable day; 
and how we would have rejoiced had not 
my dear mother been seized with what 
seemed a fatal illness. It was typhoid pneu- 
monia, caused by the high altitude and 
insufficient food and clothing. I can recall 
vividly how ill she was, and how the entire 
party gathered about her, prayed and sang 
the hymns she loved. I recall that the 
party voted to rest until she was better or 
the end came, and how every member 
scoured the wilderness for dainty food 
which might bring her strength. 

“Then came the happy day, nearly a week 
later, when it was announced that she was 
strong enough for the party to move. So 
we started one morning in midsummer, 
seemingly out of the clouds, so far up we 
seemed, with the grand panorama spread 
out before us. Many years after my father 
and mother, well and prosperous, visited 
this spot which came near having so tragic 
a history. 


“It was part ot the famous gold fields 
near Cripple Creek, and my mother wept 
when she saw how progress and civiliza- 
tion had transformed the desert. Soon 
after occurred an episode in my life which 
is quite a favorite with my grandchildren, 
as it was vears before with my own little 
flock. 


“Whenever I have been away from my 
son's little group in California, or whenever 
I come to Washington to visit my daugh- 
ter and her sturdy little son, I have not 
fairly removed the stains of travel and 
settled back for a rest, but what I hear the 
clamor of ‘Grandma, tell us when the pan- 
ther nearly got you!’ 

“It was about a week after we had re 
sumed our journey and we were pressing 
on with feverish haste to make up for lost 
time. My father, as the leader of the 
party, went before to try the trails and 
then signal the others on. We had passed 
a dreadful precipice, it seemed to me, and

Mrs. Jones is a daughter by the second 

marriage of her mother, of Napoleon Bona- 
parte Stoneroad, one of the pioneer stock- 
men of Arizona and New Mexico. This 
marriage took place in 1881 and, like the 
first, was exceptionally happy. Mr. Peck 
was a Methodist minister and it was for 
him Mr. Dickinson erected the church ed 
fice. Mr. Stoneroad was a successful bust 
ness man and had been associated with 
the brothers of his wife for years prior to 
the marriage. For many years he and his 
family resided at Las Vegas, New Mexico. 
“There is another incident in my life,” 
said Mrs. Stoneroad, “and that concerns the 
wreck of the staunch brig the Inconstant, 
which had carried Napoleon when he made 
his escape from Elba. This brig was a 
Spanish fruit vessel, and was lying at 
anchor when it was seized to convey the 
Emperor to France. Mr. Stoneroad’s par 
ents were fervent admirers of the great 
Corsican, and besides naming their son for 
their hero they brought him up to think 
Napoleon the greatest of all mortals, 
“When, therefore, the brig was wrecked 
outside the Golden Horn, and news was 
brought to us, there was considerable ex- 
citement in our family. My husband em- 
ployed divers who brought up large pieces 
of the submerged ship. My daughter, Mrs. 
Jones, was at that time an infant, and her 
father had a fine desk ornament made from 
the relic. I have a polished square of the 
wood, and it is a memento which brings up 
poignant memories.” 
Mrs. Stoneroad is passing the evening of 
her eventful life in leisurely visiting her 
sons and daughters alternately. She will 
journey off to California with the utmost 
nonchalance though her children are filled 
with alarm lest the fatigue proves too much. 
She will pass part of the winter in Southern 
California where a dearly loved grand- 
daughter will make her welcome; and then, 
when spring breaks, she will go to a daugh- 
ter in Kansas City. Mrs. Jones enjoys @ 
visit about once a year, usually either in 
early spring or late summer. 

Mrs. Stoneroad walks with a brisk, agile 
step, her eyes are keen and bright, and she 
uses glasses only to read. Her hearing is 
unimpaired and her interest in everything, 
social, political or religious, is boundless. 

Hence she is often to be found in the 
gallery of Senate and House when Congress 
is sitting. She has known all the genera- 
tions of statesmen from the Pacific Coast, 
and all revere her as the last surviving 
type of a strong, courageous, pioneer woman.

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A PROFITABLE CROP. 
N ENTHUSIASTIC Native Son in 
‘speaking of the varied industries of 
. California once said that if a fence 
was erected around the State, thus shutting 
off all intercourse with the rest of the 
-world, the people of California could go on 
living as they had been, for every want 


could be filled from the State’s own 
products. 

Even the oriental resident of California 
can now indorse that statement, without 
fear of having his favorite food supply cut 
off, for one of the most successful of new 
crops raised in California is that of rice. 


The rice industry in this State dates back 


only to the year 1912, when about 1400 
acres were planted in the Sacramento Val- 
ley. This acreage has increased each year 
until in 1915 it reached 34,500 acres. This 
is double the acreage for 1914, and is a 
remarkable contrast to the 1400 acres of 
1912. The leading rice counties are Butte, 
Colusa, Yuba, Glenn and Yolo, and the 
average yield per acre varies from 2000 to 
6000 pounds, 

Practically all the California rice is grown 
on black adobe soil, which is approximately 
50 per cent. clay and is very close and com- 
pact. The average cost of producing rice 
in California is about $36.25 per acre, and 
as the average return is from $77 to $90 
per acre, there is good profit assured. These 
figures sre based on an estimated yield of 
3599 rounds to the acre, and as growers 
freqnue™tly produce from 5000 to 6000 pounds 
pew acre, the profit is correspondingly in- 
creased. The following table shows the 
various items included in the estimated 
total cost of $36.25 per acre: 


Plowing, $3: preparation of seed bed, 
$1.25: checking, $2.60; drilling, $0.75; boxes, 
$0.50; seed rice, $2; care of crops, $4; twine, 
$0.40: harvesting, $2.25; shocking, $1; 
thrashing, $7; sacks and twine, $3.50; haul- 
ing to warehouse, $1.75; water tax, $5; 
keeping out weeds, etc., $1.25; making a 
total of $36.25.

de planted early. April 1 is about the 
safest date for sowing. It is said that there 
are about 140,000 acres of land in this 
State suitable for rice culture, and prac 
tically all this area is made up of lands un- 
suited to other purposes. In fact, the first 
successful effort in California to grow rice 
was made by the owners of a large tract of 
adobe land who sought a means of putting 
it to use. Water was abundant but the 
character of the soil rendered it unsuitable 
for the ordinary agricultural crops of that 
district. Experiments in rice growing were 
made with successful results, and this poor 
adobe soil, practically worthless before, 
soon had a value of several hundred dol- 
lars an acre. 

According to experts of the Department 
of Agriculture the best rice lands are those 
having semi-impervious subsoil which per- 
mits of satisfactory drainage during the 
harvest period. Gravelly or sandy soils are 
not adapted to rice cultivation because they 
do not possess the mechanical conditions 
for the retention of water. 


Irrigation, Sowing, Etc. 


In rice culture the size of the field de- 
pends largely upon local conditions. Where 
the land is very level a fleld may range from 
sixty to eighty acres, while in other places 
the fleld cannot be larger than one or two 
acres. In oriental countries, where prac- 
tically all work is done by hand, the fields 
average one-half an acre in area. Inasmuch 
as Water is required to stand at a uniform 
depth over growing rice it must necessarily 
follow that the geographical character of 
the land largely determines the size of the 
field. 

Where rice lands are along a river it is 
customary to excavate a canal on the outer 
rim of the tract, entirely surrounding it. 
the dirt taken from this canal is thrown 
upon the outer bank to form a protecting 
levee against sudden rises from the river. 
Water to flood rice lands is let In from the 
stream. The larger tract inclosed by the 
main canal is now cut up by smaller canals 
into fields or subfields of suitable size, 
small levees being thrown up along each. 


¢ 
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It is essential that the surface of each of

these subfields is level. The main canals 
average from ten to thirty feet wide and 
are about four feet deep. They connect 
with the river by flood gates. The sub- 
canals average from six to ten feet wide 
and are nearly as deep as the main one. 
Along the canal boats can be operated for 
the purpose of reaching any part of the 
field. 

Various methods of preparing the soil 
for the crops are used, some growers advo- 
cating deep plowing while others use the 
shallow plowing. Naturally, the character 
of the soil should determine the method 
used. One of the advantages claimed for 
deep plowing is that, as rice does not feed 
much below the plow line, the deeper the 
plowed area the more food is placed at the 
disposal of the growing crops. 

After the ground is plowed a disc harrow 
is run over the surface, followed by a 
smoothing harrow, and often by a heavy 
roller, which breaks up the lumps. 

Sowing is done early in the spring, and 
about two bushels of rice seed are used 
to the acre. While there are several meth- 
ods of planting the seed, the best results 
are said to be obtained with a drill. This 
insures the equal distribution of the seed 
at a uniform depth. 

Flooding is the most important feature 
of rice growing. Except where water is 
necessary for germinating the seed, flood- 
ing is not practiced until the rice is six or 
eight inches high. When the rice reaches 
this height water is run onto the land to a 
depth of from three to six inches. It is con- 
stantly changed to prevent stagnation. The 


principal thing to observe is to see that 
water is kept at the same depth throughout 
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the field, otherwise one 
sooner than the other. 


Harvesting and Milling.

Reaping machines are generally used 
where the drainage is good and the ground 
can be dried enough to permit the heavy 
machines to enter the land. In the very 
heart of the rice industry a Marysville 
manufacturer has developed a small ball- 
tread tractor that has proved of great value 
to the rice grower. Being small and light, 
but of great power, it- can be used on soft 
land that would mire ordinary machines 
or horses. This tractor is used in plowing 
and harrowing the land and in the various 
stages of harvesting. 

In harvesting, the rice is cut from six to 
twelve inches from the ground and the cut 
grain is laid on the stubble to keep it off the 
wet soil. After a day’s curing the grain is 
removed from the fleld and stacked. Ex- 
treme care must be used in shocking the 
grain, for often as high as 30 per cent. of 
the crop is lost at this time. The ground 
should be dry and the bundles should be 
braced against each other. Slow curing in 
the shade produces the toughness of ker- 
nel necessary to withstand the milling 
process. In the shock every head should 
be shaded. The rice is left in the shock 
until the straw is cured and the kernel is 
hard. This usually takes about ten or 
twelve days. The thrashing of the rice is 
usually performed by the regulation thrash- 
ing machines. 

The rice as it comes from the thrasher 
is known as “paddy” or “rough rice.” It 
still has surrounding it a husk of close-fit- 
ting cuticle.

The Sport of Rug Hunting. 


But, of course, there are still genuine 
antiques that may be unearthed by the 
traveler abroad or the expert at home. Many 
a fine, old rum came from the Orient forty 
or fifty years ago, received no appreciation 
proportionate to its worth or beauty, and 
was put into ordinary domestic servitude. 
Perhaps it reposes now in the lumber attic. 
Yet all it needs is careful washing, for the 
workmanship is there, the dyes are perma- 
nent, and the carefully-selected wool of the 
old days has never lost its vitality. More 
than one valuable specimen has been dis- 
covered in this way. Then again, all over 
the Orient, in remote and often dangerous 
corners, there are adventurous and indefat- 
igable hunters after rugs. The orchid 
hunter goes into the wilds of Borneo among

workers, men and women, boys and girls, 
people living in the towns as well as nomad 
tribes wandering: from oasis to oasis over 
the deserts or pasturing their flocks in the 
fertile valleys of the mountain lands. nd 
in the changeless East the looms, the wools, 
the dyes, the patterns, the methods of weav- 
ing, the very weavers themselves, so far 
as outward appearance goes, are just the 
same as in the days of Abraham or Haroun- 
al-Raschid, the famous caliph of Bagdad, so 
dear to the readers of the “Arabian Nights’ 
Tales.” 

The principal difference is that produc- 
tion in modern times is on a far vaster scale, 
for the tent dweller's family no longer make 
rugs simply for their own use or for sale 
to an occasional caravan, but, owing to the 
western demand, have a ready market for 
everything théy can produce; while in 
Meshed and Tabriz, Bokhara and Herat, and 
scores of cities throughout Armenia and 
Asia Minor are great central markets to 
which buyers from all over the civilized 
world regularly resort. This commercialism, 
by increasisig and hurrying output, has un- 
questionably deteriorated the workmanship. 
But none the less a genuine Oriental rug, 
hand woven, today is a thing of real beauty 
and admirable serviceability, so may well 
pe a joy forever to the discriminating pur- 
chaser. 

All through Persia, the Caucasus district, 
Asia Minor, and many parts of Turkey rug 
weaving is the main industry of the peo- 
ple, and is carried on right in the homes of 
hundreds of thousands of busy workers. The 
vast fields and fertile hillsides of Persia and 
Turkey are specially adapted for raising 
numberless sheep, goats and camels, the 
wool and the hair from which are the 
prime staples of the industry. Another 
material used in the highest forms of the 
craft ig silk, the production of which from 
the silk-worm cocoons has always been an 
indigenous occupation among the dwellers 
in these lands. The cotton, which usually 
enters into the wool, is another local pro- 
duct. Thus these regions are the natural 
aative home of the rug-weaving industry. 


Preparing the Wool. 


The washing and sorting of the wool is 
quite a task of skill. May is generally the 
shearing time. After the different parts 
of the fleeces bave been sorted out, they 
are taken to the running waters and thor- 
oughly washed over and over again, then 
bleached in the strong rays of the sun. 
This is a trade in itself, as even in its 
simplicity it requires an experienced hand 
to do the work properly. Then there are 
many niceties involved; for example, the 
wool from the young living animal is in- 
comparably better than that from a dead 
carcass—its vitality is perpetuated in the 
luster of the woven fabric. The wool of 
the lambs and sheep is mostly used for 
the pile of the rugs. The warp is often 
of goat's hair, or linen, or more commonly 
a fine quality of cotton. 

After the washing and drying come the 
picking and spinning. For the picking the 
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rude appliance usually employed is a heavy 
wooden frame with long. sharp pins pro

In tue Orient the dyers are a distinct 
class, and even until today many families 
or tribes jealously preserve the secrets of 
their craft. One family may have a wide 
local reputation for producing a specially 
good red dye, while another may be re- 
nowned for the quality of its blue. In each 
case the secret is handed down from father 
to son, and guarded almost religiously. So 
with tribes; as every rug expert knows, 
certain shades come from certain districts 
and are nowhere else obtainable. 


The Processes of Weaving. 


Next we come to the weaving, and here 
the crude simplicity of the apparatus is in 
amazing contrast to the superb results 
achieved, The warp is simply stretched on 
a rude wooden frame, which, for small sizes 
of rugs; can be carried from place to place 
as desired—a sunny spot in winter time, 
a shady nook during the hot summer days. 
A woman may go visiting and take her loom 
with her so that work may be uninterrupted 
during the hours of pleasant gossip. The 
weaving operations are all done by hand, 
from the setting up of the loom to the 
finishing of the rug. It requires experience 
to stretch the warp on the frame properly, 
as each thread must be drawn equally tight, 
otherwise the rug will have wrinkles in it, 
and will not be very straight. The thread 
for the weft is thrown back and forth sev- 
eral times in the beginning to form a nar- 
row selvage. After that, the pile or nap 
of the rug begins by knotting pieces of wool 
cut into short lengths for the purpose. For 
the knotted rug is the Oriental rug—the 
triumph of artistic carpet making. 

There are two kinds of knots— the Turkish 
or Ghiordes knot, the Persian or Sehna knot. 
The Persian knot is more of a twist, one 
end of the pile yarn coming through each 
space between the warp threads. The 
Turkish is a real knot, both ends of the 
pile yarn coming through together between 
every two threads of the warp. The re 
sults are very evident. The Turkish rug 
has a heavier look, because the larger knots 
and the spaces left between the warp threads 
occupy more room, so that in order to con- 
ceal these the pile must be left long. With 
the Persian knot, there being more tyings 
to the square inch, the pile can be trimmed 
down closer, which, in fine quality rugs, 
brings out the details of the design’ with 
better effect. Each style has its own kind 
of beauty. The Turkish form of knotting 
is used even in Persia by the nomadic 
tribes, while it is universal all through the 
Turcoman region and the Caucasus, as well 
as in the Turkish provinces, both of Asia 


and of Europe.

Pat- 
terns in certain regions are the same, which 
all families copy and have been copying for 
centuries, with little variations of colos- 
ing and dimensions. But each weaver, al- 
though following to a certain extent, dnd 
invariably from memory, the characteristic 
style of his own district, may carry out a 
considerable deal of personal ideas and 
artistic inspirations in the rug he is weav- 
ing. in this way endless variations arise. 
Furthermore, the pious Moslem, acting on 
the profound religious belief thaf “Allah 
alone is perfect,” is quite likely to introduce 
some deliberate imperfection, which same 
may be blindly followed by some subsequent 
artificer. Or, to ward off the evil eye, he 
may have some supplementary little device 
of his own, secretly woven in, but uncon- 
sciously appropriated by the next genera- 
tion. All of which gives great diversity even 
to recognized standard patterns. 

After the weaving has been finished, the 
cutting of the nap or pile, as has already 
been indicated, is of great importance. It 
the nap that gives the luxurious softness 
of feet that is possessed by 
Oriental rugs. Yet it must be 
close enough to reveal the pattern. The 
depth of nap also explains how the rug 
actually improves by usage—not rough 
usage—for the removal of shoes before en- 
tering the doorway of a mosque or the habi- 
tation of a friend, preserves the fine carpet 
and justifies the infinite pains that have been 
bestowed upon its workmanship. But after 
ten, twenty or even forty years of such care- 
ful use, the nap is evenly pressed down by 
unsandaled feet, so that only then the full 
beauty of the fabric is attained. 

With the judicious trimming of the fring- 
ing cords of warp and weft, the making of 
the rug is complete.

Fairs, Caravans and Bazaars. 


All over the Bast small local fairs are 
held at frequent intervals. There the rugs 
are sold or bartered for other merchandise. 
The merchants collect the goods purchased, 
make them into bales, and send them by 
caravan to the great provincial fairs. These 
are held only once a year and are on a 
vast scale, lasting over several weeks. 
Caravans have arrived from every point of 
the compass, and all races and tribes within 
a distance of many hundreds of miles are 
represented by their finest products. Buy- 
ers from all over Asia are on the scene 
—Mongols and Tartars, Afghans and 
Beluches, East Indians from Bombay and 
Calcutta, Arabs, Syrians, Anatolians, Armen- 
langs, also Turks and Greeks from Europe, 
and Jews from every quarter. When the 
business of the day is over, pleasure pre- 
dominates. Wizards perform in a manner 
never seen outside Asia, and dervishes sing 
and play on musical instruments until the 
small hours. At last all the merchandise 
brought for sale or barter has changed 
hands, and the waiting caravans are re 
loaded with the reassorted goods. 

From these provincial fairs a very large 
proportion of the rugs find their way to 
Constantinople, today—or at least until the 
outbreak of the war — the great central 
emporium to which nearly all the leading 
dealers in oriental woven fabrics send their 
wares. There the stocks, assembled from 
every district of production, are exhibited in
